1.  The  Soviet  combined  arms  army  may  consist  of  from  three  to  five  motorized 


rifle  divisions,  one  to  three  tank  divisions,  the  army  artillery,  and  the  usual 


service  units,  such  as  various  engineer  pontoon  units,  a battalion  of  chemical  war- 


fare service,  reconnaissance  battalions,  and  special  radar  reconnaissance  companies. 


This  is  the  typical  composition  of  a combined  arms  (obshchevoyskovaya)  army;  however, 


variations  may  he  encountered  because  of  particular  local  circumstances.  This 


organisation  was  adopted  in  1956,  when  the  corps  was  discarded. 


2.  The  army  artillery  is  organic  to  the  combined  arms  army  and  is  u part  of 


the  army's  table  of  organization.  This  artillery  is  not  to  he  confused  with 


attached  or  reinforcing  artillery  (artilleriyu  usileniya) . It  is  also  distinct 


from  the  divisional  artillery  which  is  already  included  In  the  tables  of  organization 


of  t.he  motorized  rifle,  and  tank  divisions. 


1.  The  army  artillery  of  the  combined  arms  army  is  composed  of  an  artillery 


division,  a rocket  brigade  or  division,  an  antiaircraft  division,  and  a tank  dostroycu 
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c.  One*  battalion  of  unjuidod  rocket  missiles  (WHS  - ncupravlyayemyy 
roaktivnyy  anaryad)  consisting  cl'  12  launchers.  The  weight  of  too 
NRS  missile  is  375  kg  and  the  range  is  calculated  at  50  ton,  although 
informant  commented  tnat  persons  who  have  tooted  the  w.i.so.Iq  sa,.d  haw. 
it  can  attain  a range  of  'jO  ton.  The  NRS  weapon  can  fire  conventional 
missiles  or  missiles  with  atomic  warneads. 

6.  The  antiaircraft  division,  which  wan  described  by  .informant  us  being  very 
weak,  consists  of  the  following: 

a.  Three  battalions  of  100-mm  AA  guns  (zenltnuyn  pushka).  The  100-mm  AA 
gun  lias  a ceiling  of  21  km,which  Informant  described  as  being  "nothing 
by  today's  standards. " 

b.  One  or  two  battalions  of  "old  style"  5Y-mm  automatic  AA  guns  (avfco- 
matichcskaya  zenitnaya  pushka). 

7.  Tiie  sank  destroyer  brigade  ( istreb itclno-proti vo tankovnya  brigade)  consists 
of  the  following: 

a.  'farce  battalions  of  {>5-i-. * antitank  gnus  (pros •.voa.a.iUovaya  puuuka) . 

b.  One  or  >.wo  batva.l  i/.is  of  100-w-  antitank  gens  (protivo tankovnya  pushka).
